No Liquor For Students 


A great deal has been printed and 
said about the selling of liquor to 
minor students at the universities, 
junior colleges, and even the high 
schools along the peninsula recently. 

The Sheriff’s office and the Police 
Departments of the various cities | 
have been severly criticised for their 
inability to put an immediate stop 
to these sales. 

It would seem to a thinking per- 
son, that there is a speedy remedy 
that could be applied, and one that 
would probably only have to be used 
once cr twice, to put a stop to the 
students trying to get liquour to 
drink. 

If Stanford University, the Uni- 
versity of California, Menlo Junior 
College, and, in fact, all of the 


institutionns of learning in the state 
of California would adopt a policy 
of expelling all students (especially 
those in their freshman year) who 
are caught drunk, drinking or pur- 
chasing liquor the desired end will 
be accomplished in no time. 

Of course there might be some of 
the students who would prefer to 
be expelled rather than go without 
liquor, but we would venture to say 
those in this class would not run 
over one in a thousand. 

Same drastic measure will have 
to be adopted to curb this practice, 
and it cannot be put up entirely to 
the Peace Officers who are doing 
their best. The institutions from 
which the students come must do 
their party and assist the police of- 
ficers.

To Speak In S. J. 


The Russian people have pass- 


ed from tyranny under the czars, 
to slavery under the Soviet re- 
gime. 

Countess Alexandra Tolstoy, 
youngest daughter of famed no- 
velist Count Leo Tolstoy, voiced 
this plight of her people after 
twelve years, during which she 
worked under the dictatorship of 
“new” Russia. 

Countess Tolstoy, speaking in 
San Jose, November 15, under the 
auspices of the Town Hall, 
speaks with the experience of one 
who both suffered the persecution 
and enjoyed the patronage of the 
Communistic government of her 
country. 

Despite being stripped of her 
possessions and imprisoned for 
three years, Countess Tolstoy at 
first saw in Communism the so- 
lution of her peoples’ ills. 

During that time she conduc- 
ted a school for women and up- 
on her release directed the form- 
ation of three Tolstoy museums 
and developed a successful series

“DROP IN ADDICTION | 
TO DRUGS IS SHOWN 


Smashing of Narcotic Ring 
Told by Bureau. 


WASHINGTON.—A sharp drop in | 


the number of non-medical drug ad- 
| dicts for the fiscal year just ended 
| has been reported to Secretary of the 
| Treasury Morgenthau by H. J. An- 
| slinger, narcotics commissioner. 

Mr. Anslinger said that non-med- 

| ical addicts in the country probably 
| did not exceed 50,000, and the ratio 
of addiction, which previously had 
| been considered as one per 1,000, 
| had dropped to about one per 3,000. 
| He reported the crushing of ‘‘a 
| narcotic drug smuggling conspiracy 
| of world-wide ramifications,’’ when 
| the bureau of narcotics and cus- 
| toms agents arrested members of a 
| ring headed by Jasha Katzenberg, 
Joseph Lvovsky and Louis Buchal- 
| ter, alias Lepke, at New York. He 
said the ring smuggled drugs from 
| Tientsing, China, sufficient to sup- 
| ply the needs of 10,000 addicts for 
a year. 
Japan Is Blamed. 


“This case was a forceful demon- 
| stration of the absence of control 
| over illicit narcotic drugs in the 
| Japanese-dominated areas in Chi- 
;na,’’ Mr. Anslinger said.

Grape Vine Grows 


Peaches in Bunches 
WELLINGTON, OHIO.—A wild 
grape vine that grows peaches in 
bunches has been discovered by 
John Hilliker, music store pro- 
prietor here. 


The clusters of the strange fruit 
look exactly like bunches of 
grapes except that the fruit is 
covered with the usual peach fuzz 
and is not as nearly spherical as 
the grape. The bunches of 
peaches are much larger than 
bunches of grapes which are 
growing on the same vine. 

The center of the peach is hard 
and contains what appears to be 
a developing peach store. The 
grape vine which bears the hy- 
brids spans a_ scrawny-looking 
peach tree and Hilliker believes 
this made cross pollination pos- 
sible.

Keep ’Em Down on Farm 


WASHINGTON.—Now it is known 
| what’s been keeping ’em down on 
the farm in recent years. Census 
| Director William L. Austin dis- 
| closed that a ‘‘sample survey’’ of 
| 3,000 farms in 40 states showed that 
| the level of living on the nation’s 
farms has risen materially since 
| 1930. It revealed that seven out of 
every ten farms had automobiles; 
| six had radios; and four were light- 
od by electricity. 

On three farms out of every nine, 
| water was piped into the dwelling, 
and on two of these into a bath- 
| room. Three out of eight farms had 
| telephones, one out of three had 
tractors and one out of four had a 
| motor truck.
